COMBINED PETITION UNDER 37 CFR § 1.10 AND DECLARATION 

OF SANDRA P. THOMPSON 



I, the undersigned, Sandra Poteat Thompson, hereby petition the USPTO as follows: 

1 . I am the attorney of record for Honeywell International Inc. and am an associate with the 
firm of Bingham McCutchen LLP. 

2. On February 20, 2003, I instructed Ms. Kristin Azcona ("Ms. Azcona"), a senior IP 
paralegal in my office, to file a National Phase Application claiming priority to 
PCT/US02/05536 in Japan and China. I reviewed all of Ms. Azcona's letters before they 
were sent to the Foreign Associates via DHL Worldwide Express and reviewed all of the 
confirmation copies of receipt and filing from the Foreign Associates that were sent to our 
office during the following 2 weeks. All of these applications and letters reached their 
respective destinations and were timely filed with their respective Patent Offices. (See 
Exhibit A for true and correct copies of letters and confirmations of receipt from our 
Foreign Associates) 

3. On June 11, 2003, I instructed Ms. Azcona to file a National Phase Application claiming 
priority to PCT/US02/05536 in Europe, Canada, Indonesia, India, Korea, Singapore and 
the United States. I reviewed all of Ms. Azcona's letters before they were sent to the 
Foreign Associates via DHL Worldwide Express and reviewed all of the confirmation 
copies of receipt and filing from the Foreign Associates that were sent to our office during 
the following 2 weeks. All of these applications and letters reached their respective 
destinations and were timely filed with their respective Patent Offices. (See Exhibit A for 
true and correct copies of letters and confirmations of receipt from our Foreign Associates) 

4. On June 1 1 , 2003, 1 reviewed and signed the documents for a United States National Phase 
Application claiming priority to PCT/US02/05536 to be filed by Express Mail - Post 
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Client Ref. No.: H0002233 US (4015) 

Office to Addressee - Number EV406604014US. This Express Mail number was properly 
placed on the application correspondence sent to the USPTO. The Express Mail label was 
properly prepared, dated and had the Riordan & McKinzie Express Mail Account Number 
clearly marked on the label I asked Ms. Azcona to file the National Phase Application 
that day. (See Exhibit B for a true and correct copy of paperwork filed with copy of 
Express Mail label) 

5. On June 11, 2003, Ms Azcona prepared and sent a letter to the client that I reviewed, 
addressed to Yvonne Whetsell, Honeywell International Inc., PO Box 2245, 101 Columbia 
Road, Morristown, NJ 07962, enclosing a copy of the application documents filed in the 
US National Phase on June 11, 2003. (See Exhibit C showing a true and correct copy of 
this letter). 

6. Our office received the Customer Copy of the Express Mail - Post Office to Addressee - 
Number EV406604014US label by mail with the "Date In" showing June 11, 2003 and the 
USPS mail stamp showing the date of deposit as June 11, 2003. (See Exhibit D showing a 
true and correct copy of the Customer Copy of the Express Mail label received by our 
office). 

7. On July 23, 2003, Ms. Azcona prepared and sent a letter to the inventors - Mark Fery and 
Paul Silinger - stating that " The three-month anniversary of the filing date of your 
application is approaching , and we will shortly be considering whether an Information 
Disclosure Statement (IDS) needs to be filed for this matter." (emphasis added) I also 
reviewed this letter prior to mailing. (See Exhibit C showing a true and correct copy of 
this letter). 

8. On information and belief, both the June 11, 2003 and the July 23, 2003 letters from Ms. 
Azcona to Yvonne Whetsell, Mark Fery and Paul Silinger exhibit Ms. Azcona' s good faith 
belief that the US National Phase Application had been filed with a filing date of June 11, 
2003. (See Exhibit E - Ms. Azcona's 03/01/2004 Declaration) 

9. I followed up with the USPTO Status Line on September 25, 2003 in order to check on the 
status of the US Postcard and Filing Receipt, since there were several matters we had not 
received Postcards and Filing Receipts for that had been filed in June and July of 2003. I 
learned that the application had not been received yet by the USPTO. 

10. The paralegal responsible for this matter, Ms. Kristin Azcona, was out on maternity leave 
on September 25, 2003, so I was unable to file a petition under 37 CFR 1.10, since a 
petition under 37 CFR 1.10 (along with MPEP Section 513) requires that a statement, 
signed by the person who deposited the documents as "Express Mail' 1 with the USPS be 
included with the petition setting forth the date and time of deposit, and declaring that the 
copies of the correspondence, "Express Mail" mailing label, and returned postcard receipt 
accompanying the petition are true copies of the correspondence, mailing label and 
returned postcard receipt originally mailed or received. 
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11. I signed documents and filed a second National Phase Application claiming priority to the 
PCT Application Serial No.: PCT/US02/05536 and to the European National Phase 
Application Serial No.: 02707865.8, which was timely filed on July 3, 2003, so that I 
could conduct a full investigation as to where the June 11, 2003 Express Mail package was 
located before filing a petition to award the original filing date. 

12. I checked with the USPS and learned that the Express Mail number had not entered their 
system. 

13. I conducted a complete file audit of our client files to determine if we had received the 
documents mailed on June 11, 2003 back in our office, and we had not. 

14. I also reviewed those documents filed on or about the same time, including another 
application filed on June 26, 2003 as Express Mail - Post Office to Addressee - number 
EV332879354 - where the postcard was not received until September 23, 2003 by our San 
Francisco Office (original application mailed on June 25, 2003). 

15. On information and belief, when Ms. Azcona returned from her maternity leave, she 
reviewed her hours and the file for the matter and did confirm that she had deposited the 
Express Mail package in the firm's Drop Box on June 11, 2003 and filled out the proper 
sections on the Express Mail Log. She further confirmed her deposit of Express Mail - 
Post Office to Addressee - Number EV406604014US by reviewing the Express Mail Log 
(See Exhibit E - Ms. Azcona' s 03/01/2004 Declaration and Exhibit F - a true and correct 
copy of Express Mail Log showing the attorney docket number; the place and date of 
deposit; the time of the last scheduled pick-up for that date and place of deposit; the 
depositor's initials or signature; and the date of entry in the log). 

16. During February and early March of 2004, 1 learned while working with Kristin Azcona in 
a detailed review of all mail that had been deposited by our office from the time period of 
April 1, 2003 to February 29, 2004 that several items sent by Express Mail - Post Office to 
Addressee and sent by USPS First Class Mail had not been received at their destination, 
including Express Mail and First Class Mail sent to Honeywell International Inc. (the 
Applicant herein), two pro bono clients and to personal contacts. 

17. Once I had fully determined that Express Mail - Post Office to Addressee - Number 
EV406604014US was never received by the USPTO and was not received back in our 
offices, I promptly began working on this petition under 37 CFR 1.10 to the USPTO, 
requiring a declaration from Ms. Kristin Azcona as the person who deposited the 
documents "Express Mail" with the USPS (MPEP Section 513). 
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18. I respectfully request the USPTO to award a filing date of June 11, 2003 for the above- 
referenced National Stage Application, as originally mailed, especially given the facts that: 

a) the Express Mail Envelope in question was mailed with 
sufficient postage as evinced by the Riordan & McKinzie 
Account Number on the Express Mail label herein attached; 

b) true and correct copies of the US National Phase 
Application and related documents have been provided; 

c) a true and correct copy of the Customer Copy of Express 
Mail Number EV406604014US with a "Date In" stamp of 
June 11, 2003, which was received by our office, is 
provided herein; 

d) a Declaration from Ms. Azcona - the person who deposited 
the documents as "Express Mail" with the USPS - is 
provided herein setting forth the date and time of deposit, 
and declaring that the copies of the correspondence, 
"Express Mail" mailing label, and returned postcard receipt 
accompanying the petition are true copies of the 
correspondence, mailing label and returned postcard receipt 
originally mailed or received; and 

e) a true and correct copy of the Express Mail Log (Exhibit F) 
shows the attorney docket number; the place and date of 
deposit; the time of the last scheduled pick-up for that date 
and place of deposit; the depositors initials or signature; 
and the date of entry in the log for Express Mail - Post 
Office to Addressee - Number EV406604014US. 
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19. I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that

What is claimed is: 

1 . A plating system comprising: 
at least two anodes; 

an elongated upper channel and an elongated lower channel, each of the upper and lower 

channels positioned between the at least two anodes and each of the channels 

comprising at least two insulating sides; and 
a plating solution sparger comprising a series of inlets oriented to direct any plating 

solution flowing through the inlets into one and towards another of the upper and 

lower channels. 

2. A plating system comprising: 

an elongated upper channel and an elongated lower channel; 

a plating solution sparger comprising a series of inlets oriented to direct any plating 

solution flowing through the inlets into one and towards another of the upper and 
lower channels;

conductive surfaces being substantially parallel to each other and positioned on 
opposite sides of the cathode; wherein 

the sparger is positioned at least as close to the perimeter edge of the cathode as to either 
of the first or second conducting surfaces. 

3. The system of claim 2 wherein the sparger directs any plating solution flowing through 
the inlets towards the cathode in a plane substantially coplanar with the cathode. 

4. The system of claim 3 wherein: 

each of the upper and lower channels comprises two substantially planar and parallel non 
electrically conductive sides that are substantially parallel to the cathode; and 

the cathode is positioned at least partially within each of the upper and lower channels 
between the non electrically conductive sides. 
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5 . The system of claim 4 wherein: 

the upper and lower channels are positioned opposite each other and are separated from 
each other, the separation between the channels forming a pair of solution egress 
slots; and 

the channels are adapted to prevent current from flow between the anode and cathode 
other than through the egress slots. 

6. The system of claim 5 wherein the egress slots are positioned approximately parallel to a 

center line of the cathode.

7. The system of claim 6 wherein the cathode comprises a dielectric substrate and the 
conductive surfaces are adapted to promote the formation of heat spreaders on the 
dielectric substrate. 

8. The system of claim 1 wherein each of the upper channel and lower channel have a width 
less than or equal to one inch. 

9. The system of claim 1 wherein the sparger is positioned horizontally and directs any 
plating solution flowing through the inlets into the lower channel and towards the upper 
channel. 

10. The system of claim 1 wherein each of the upper channel and lower channel have a width 
less than or equal to 0.5 inches. 

11. The system of claim 1 wherein each of the upper channel and lower channel have a width 
less than or equal to 0.5 inches, and the further comprising a plurality of part holding 
clamps electrically coupled to a power source and positioned within the upper channel or 
the lower channel. 

12. The system of claim 1 further comprising a plurality of anodes positioned outside and 
along the length of the upper and lower channels. 

13. The system of claim 1 wherein the upper channel and lower channel are separated by a 
distance and at least one of the upper channel and lower channel are adapted to be moved 
to vary the distance. 

14. The system of claim 1 wherein the shortest distance from a part being plated to a channel 
wall is less than the shortest distance between the channel wall and an anode. 
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15. A plating system comprising: 

an anode, a planar cathode, a sparger, and a plurality of electrically insulating shields; 
wherein 

each of the plurality of shields is positioned between the anode and the cathode but not 
between the sparger and the cathode, and each of the plurality of shields is 
approximately co-planar with one of two reference planes that are substantially 
parallel to the cathode; and 

the sparger is adapted to direct plating fluid toward an edge of the cathode in a plane 
substantially co-planar with the cathode. 

1 6. A method of plating a work piece comprising: 

submerging a work piece to be plated in a volume of plating solution; 

positioning a work piece to be plated at least partially within an upper plating channel 

and a lower plating channel, the upper and lower plating channels comprising non 
electrically conductive sides, the channels being positioned opposite each other 
and being separated from each other, the separation between the channels forming 
a pair of solution egress slots positioned approximately over the center of the 
work piece to be plated; 

causing electrical current to flow between the work piece and one or more anodes, the 
current flowing into the upper and lower channels only after passing through the 
solution egress slots; and 

moving the work piece to be plated along the length of the plating channels to form one 
or more internal heat spreaders on a surface of the work piece which is essentially 
parallel to the shields. 

1 7. The method of 1 6 further comprising: 

coupling the work piece to a frame adapted to hold and move the work piece during 
plating; 

after plating, performing a first rinse and dry cycle wherein at least a portion of the frame 

is rinsed and dried while the work piece is kept damp; 
after the first rinse and dry cycle, performing a second rinse and dry cycle wherein the 

work piece is rinsed and dried.
